Mr. Andrew Carnegie, who is now 


n Paris, was interviewed recently at 
he Langham hotel by a Herald corre- 
spondent. He said: 
" You have just come as I was read- 


,ng The Iron Age—an editorial on the 
tin iadnstry. Five years ago many ot 
;he leading American newspapers were 
sure that America would never make 
tin plate. Now I fird that plants are 
already in operation, and we shall be 
able to supply our wants, which exceed 
those of any other nation—viz, 7,000,- 
000 boxes a year- This is marvelous 
and is probably the most rapid exten- 
sion of business ever known. In five 
more years the United States will be 
exporting tin plate. The improvements 
which American makers have made in 
the process have been adopted in Walea 


"Here, also, I see in the highest au- 


thority on tbe subject, Tbe Coal and 
Iron Trades Review, that tho cost of 
making besserner pig iron in England is 
oa tho average £2 10s. Od-, or $13.50 
a ton 
Well, similar pig is mado in 


Pittt-burg at $'J. 50 a ton. Our great dif- 
ficulty IP America is exporting it and 
tho deficiency of regular lines of ship- 
ping

"What would you recommend as a

"To follow the example of Germany, 


which has now established regular 
lines to Australia, China and India.

There was a rumor last summer that 


fonr firm was going to sell out to a for- 
eign government fO far as armor plato 
was concerned.

'That depends upon tho United 


States government We didn't seek to 
go into the armor plate business. We 
were pressed to go into it—the United 
States government had ships waiting on 
the stocks. We declined to make armor 
plate several times. Then General Tra- 
3V. former secretary of the navy, wired 
me when 1 was m Europe that it was 
our duty to see the government out of 
tbo difficulty 
In that light 1 accepted 


the work It never paid us. How could 
it' It can't be made to pay. because tha 
government only orders about 2,000 
tons a year, and to erect tho plant costs 
$3.500,000 to run only four months in 
the year. Besides, employing experts, 
whom wo cannot let go for a whole 
year, means losing money. 
' Wo want to sell our plant to the 


United States government and have of- 
fered it at cost or at» valuation, and w« 
also offered to tench the United State* 
government officers how to make the 
Itost armor plaro in tho world for noth- 
ing 
We would do anything to get out 


of this armor plate business It costs us 
more anxiety than tho whole of our 
business put together. Tho company 
makes 161,000 tons of steel a month, 
but its average make of armor plate 
docs not exceed 300 tons a mouth." 


"If tho Un-'.'ed States will not take 


over tho plant, will you sell to a foreign 
government?" 


"In that case we should dispose of it 


to tho best advantage and get out of the 
affair at tbe least loss possible Wa 
should have no difficulty in re-erecting 
the plant abroad. "—New York Herald.

The 
shot passed through the top of tbe 
brush heap, struck Hochstetter m 
the breast, just over the heart, and 
plowed an ugly hole through his 
aody.

over dead. Somner was horrified to 
see what had happened to bis broth 
er-ln-law 
The shook was greater 


than be could withstand and he 
fell in a swoon and lay on tbe groued 
in that condition until found. Hoch 
stettler, when help had arrived, wu 
found dead, with an ugly hole through 
his breast and heart. 


Somney was taken to a near hou-s 


and oared for and the proper author! 
ties notified of the death of Hoch- 
stettler. Hccbstettler's wife is in 
the last stages of consumption and Is 
believed to be dying. It is feared 
that when the poor women will bear 
of the accident the shock will kill 
her.The dead man used to live at Lima 
He was an employe at the retaery.but 
resigned his position there last spring 
and moved bis family to Blufftoo 
Prevtom to working at the refinery 
be was employed for a long time by 
Simon Spellaoy as a driver on a de- 
livery wagon. 
His brother, A. L. Hochstettler,
